Many complaints are being received hy city and county officers 
relative to dogs running at large, committing nuisances and destroy- 
ing property. IF YOU VALUE YOUR DOG AND THE GOOD 


FOLLOWING: (from the State Dog Laws.) 


“1, All dogs over 4 months old must he licensed. Licenses can 
be obtained from the county treasurer and must be obtained on or 
betore June Ist in each year. The license aaa 18 must vias apenes to 


licensed dog (over 4 months old) ‘is ‘declared by law to be a abil 
nuisance and is subject io being killed by the shetiff or state eponce 
without notice. 


2. Every dog shall at all times between sunset of each day and 
sunrise of the following day be confined upon the premises of its 
owner or custodian, except when such dog is otherwise under the 
reasonable control of some person, 


3.Any dog may be ordered killed in any of the following cases: 


(a) Where a dog, licensed or unlicensed, has destroyed property 
or habitually trespasses in a damaging way on property of persons 
other than the owner. 


{b) Where a dog, licensed or unlicensed, has attacked or bitten 
@ person. 


ic) Where any dog shows vicious habits and molests passersby 
when lawfully on a public highway. 


id) Where any dog is running at large contrary to law. 
(e} Where any dog pursues, worries or wounds any livestock. 
(f) Where any dog chases deer. 


In addition to the foregoing the owner of a dog may bo held 
liable in damages for injuries caused by his dag. 


The full co-operation of all dog owners in the entire county is 
needed. Officers do not want to kill dogs but they cannot ignoro 
complaints where damage has bean done and the law will protect 
them in the performance of their duty.
